Should any change bo doomed noceanary in 
the details of that law, I hope the subject 
will receive your earnest find sympathetic 
consideration. 


I desire in. this connection, to roiterato 


my conviction, as expressed last year, that 
tho first step to bo taken for tho eradication 
of this evil from our Btnto, is tho estab- 
lishment of an Industrial 
School. 
The 


Board of Education havo considered this 
whole question very 
fully, 
and have, 


in 
every 
Hchcnie 
proposed, 
boon 


mot 
by 
the 
unanimous 
conviction, 


that no law, or system of laws, can be 
made effectual which does not have suoh an 
iimtitulion nt its hnse. It alone will furnish 
tlm leverage by moans of which tho neces- 
sary forco can bo applied to bring tbo pe- 
nurious and the indifferent into compliance 
with tho law. The present yoar should not 
close before tho neccHfinry steps arc taken to 
found this school. 


Another subject tlmt hna been before the 


Hoard of Education, iind one that will bo 
found treated nt lonptb in tha report of the 
Commifmionor, is that of equalizing tha 
Bcbool tax of the State. It will there bo 
flaon that the rate of local taxation for 
Hchool purpose vnrie.T from tivo cents on the 
hundred dollars, to twenty-two, whore Iho 
amount raised in each town wna just enough 
to enable it to draw iui Hhnro of tho public 
money. It certainly neorna to mo, that ft 
scheme should bo devised whereby tlifl cout 
of education tnfty bo more- ovonly hoTnfl, and 


the benefits thereof more impartially dis- 
tributed. Tho imposition of ti specific tax 
for school purposes has been found in ninny 
of tho States to serve this purpose. 


In accordance with tho vote of tho Gonor- 


al Assembly accompanying the Centennial 
Appropriation,an allowance of two thousand 
dollars was made to tho Board of Education 
for their uso iu preparing an educational ex- 
hibit at Philadelphia. A full and detailed 
account of that exhibit will bo found in tho 
pages of tho Commissioner's report. 
Of the 


history, its extent, character and value-, you 
havo already become personally acquainted. 
It is believed to bo of permanent value, and 
a work that will bo considered years heuee 
as not tho least of the mementos of this 
Centennial year. 


For further information relating to this 


department,! would refer you to tho Annual 
Keport of tho Board of Education and tho 
Commissioner of Public Schools. 


STATE SOEMiL SCHOOL. 


Tii6 Normal School is 0110 of tho most ef- 


ficient means of promoting tho interests of. 
education throughout the State. 
Tho great 


work of our public schools is to furnish 
thorough instruction in tho English branch- 
es and sound moral training. Such in- 
struction and training is essential to success 
in any honorable employment, and to the 
discharge of tho duties of citizenship. 
Tho 


necessity of teachers in our schools who 
have the requisite knowledge, skill iu im- 
parting it, nnd moral force, is evident. The 
Normal School is furnishing the State with 
such teachers. It is steadily raising tho in- 
tellectual and moral standard of tho teacher. 
It is unobtrusively, through its graduates, 
and in other ways, securing iu many sec- 
tions of the State a bettor appreciation of 
the value of good common schools. 


By reference to the reports accompany- 


ing the reports of the Commissioner of 
Public Schools and tho Board of Education, 
it will be seen that a good proportion of 
those who havo been pupils in the Normal 
School since it was established, havo taught 
before outoring tho school. This is one of 
tho many evidences that this school, whilo 
furnishing the means of thorough prepara- 
tion for teaching, has also impressed very 
many of our teachers with tho value and 
the necessity of professional training. 


I hope the day is not distant when every 


teacher who enters upon the difficult and 
delicate duties of tho school room, will first 
prepare by honorably completing the cour.se 
of study and training at our Normal School. 


Without disparaging tho large success of 


the school hitherto, I yet feel assured, that 
as soou as a building adequate to its needs 
is provided, its usefulness wilt greatly in- 
croaso. I therefore oarrestly recommend 
that tho plans devised by a previous nssem- 
Ijly for securing a building bo consummated 
at an enrly date, or that other measures be 
taken during the present session to this 
end. 


THE MILITIA. 


At the commencement of my administra- 


tion, nearly two years since, the new code 
of laws for tho Militia had but lately been 
enacted, the assignment under it, of Com- 
panies to Battalions, 
mid Battalions to 


Brigades, being one of tho lust official acts , 
of my predecessor, Governor ITowanl. 
As 


is generally well known, a radical change 
was effected in the organization of the 
Militia ; almost nil Iho companies that were 
officered upon tho skeleton regimental plan 
were obliged to elect such officers as art) al- : 
lowed to companies in Iho regular army nnd : 
were required to bo assigned to Battalions, . 
thereby apparently losing old privileges. 
j 


Suoh a transformation could not oE course j 


be effected easily, and my last annual IUOH- ; 
sage gave some evidence- of tho difficulties | 
that were encountered, and the opposition 
made to tho new system by 
HOIUO of tho 


commands. 


Tho execution of tho duly fulliug-upou 


mo, ns C'jniumnder-iu-Chief, was quite un- 
pleasant iu many cases. 
Time and associa- 


tion with tho new order of things under the 
law, havo remedied those difficulties, and it 
gives me pleasure to state, that all evidences 
tend to strengthen me in the belief, that tho 
now system is an improvement, and that the 
Militia, generally, arc all very well satisfied 
with it. 


Perhaps the system did not go quite far 


enough, and make tho Battalions as large as 


to give tho present arrangement a trial for a 
year or two longer, and then change the law 
to provide for u consolidation of some of tho 
small Battalions. 


Tho Centennial season covering tho past 


two years, has given mo opportunities to 
witness parades of largo bodies of Militia 
from different sections of tho country, and 
tho appearance of strength and solidity as 
presented by some of tho distinguished reg- 
iments from other States, tends to throw 
into the hack-ground our organizations, by 
reason of their deficiency in numbers. 
We 


have tho material in tho city of Providence-, 
by a union of three prominent commands, 
which would make a regiment with few, if 
anv, superiors in (ho country. 
It is to bo 


hoped tbat timo will effect this union. 


Three of tho Independent organizations 


still remain "outside of tho lino ;" thoir ac- 
ceptance of tho law and assignment to Bat- 
talions would add greatly to tho Militia or- 
ganizations, and I think would not only be 
no detriment, but rather an advantage to 
them. 


It is gratifying to know that for tho past 


two years, under the workings of tho pres- 
ent law, tho expenses of tho Militia havo 
been materially less than for many years 
previous. 


THE STATE FARM, 


Tho institutions nt tho State Farm are bo- 


Hoved to ho iu excellent condition. 
Tho 


number of inmates differs but little from 
that Of last year. In tho asylum for the in- 
sane, there are 1% against 170 nt this timo 
hint year; in tho alms houso, i:J7 against 
HV2 last year j and in tho work houso nnd 
house of correction, --!), against ^81 lost 
y0ftrj—jn all, ~>~- against 
.">SI nt this timo 


last year, 
Tho accommodations and pro- 


isions for the insane arc all Hint could bo 
uHirud, with tho exception of tho dining 


rooms connected with the cottage for excit- 
ed patients, which nro of imuflicinnt size, 
and should bo oulnrgod. 
Tho number iu 


this building has materially increased since 
the last year. Tho Accommodations of tho 
alms house—tho old work houso re-nrrnnged 
and fitted up for its present uso—are not ao 
satisfactory. 
Tho original construction of 


the building, its comparatively small rooms, 
and tho low ceilings, make thorough venti- 
lation—ao important for this clnstt of occu- 
pants—a thing of difficult attainment. 
At 


.no distant dny, this cheap wooden structure 
will undoubtedly givo placo to pno of stono, 
properly arranged, nnd of sufficient tu'zo, not 
only for tho Stnto, but forfmch of Iho towns 
as may chooso to mipport their poor nt tho 
Stalo Tiuititutton, in which thoy would find 
a largo economy. 


In May last, Mr. Samuel L. Blftifldoll, of 


Providence, wns elected Suporintondont of 
tho Stato Farm, in placp of Mr. Norman 


roB, resigned; nnd immediately after 


entered upon tho discharge of tho duties 
pertaining to tho oftlco. 
During tho briof 


period of his administration, ho hafl shown 
high, organizing power combined with rare 


executive ability, louder hU firm and stondy 
hand a wholesome discipline, HO essential tn 
tho suoecss of overy reformatory institution, 
has been maintained. 
There have been 


comparatively fuw escapes, and thone tfnil 
hitvo occurred, havo been quielily followed 
by recapture. Besides tho labor on tho farm, 
a large amount of work has been done iu 
grading, in constructing ro.ul.i, in building 
walls, and in quarrying and delivering stoii 
for tho nsw Prison. Soon after Mr. Blais 
dell entered upon the duties of Superintend 
out, the Rov. (Tamed P. llout was appointed 
Chaplain to the Stnto Farm. In addition Iu 
holding n most acceptable service at the 
work houso on Sundays, ho attends nl" 
funerals, and from his interest in tho even, 
ing school, extends a voluntary supervisor 
over it. 


I would again cull your Attention to tho 


ncoessity of some permanent provision for 
Uho children of tho alnishouse, and under 
proper legislation, for tho neglected and ex- 
posed children on the street, who, if loft to 
the influences surrounding them, are sure to 
become a charge to the State in some of its 
institutions. In Massachusetts, New York, 
and other leading States, schools havo been 
established for this class of children. 
The 


maintenance of such schools is believed to 
bo a matter of economy no less than of hu- 
manity. It is much cheaper io educate and 
train a child, and fit him by habits of indus- 
ry, economy and self government, to be- 
come a useful member of society, than to 
allow him to grow up in ignorance nnd vice, 
and afterwards to provide for him in re- 
formatories and prisons. 
A suitable build- 


ing with all tho necessary accommodations 
for a hundred children,' would require an 
appropriation of not more than twenty five 
thousand dollars. 
The structures required 


for the safe keeping and employment of the 
same number of adult convicts would cost 
little short of two hundred thousand dollars. 
The sum of twenty thousand dollars expand- 
ed annually by the State in supporting its 
juvenile delinquents at the ateforiii School, 
would bo sufficient to take care of at least 
an equal number of youthful candidates for 
that institution with far greater chauce.s of 
their turning out good citizens. 
Btit the 


iconomical considerations are of little weight 
in comparison with tho moral and social, 
Tho best growth of a Slate, is brave, wise 
nnd good men, nnd noble and true women ; 
its worst product, ignorant, and vicious citi- 
zens. It is Iho highest function of Legis- 
latures to eucourngo r.nd promote tho one, 
and to reduce within Iho imrrmvesl possible 
limits the other. 


I am of the opinion that during ihe pres- 


ent session of ttio Assembly, steps .should 
bo taken looking to Hie efitnblishiiir-ut fit the 
State Farm of a school for children of tho 
dependent and vJeioiiB clnsse.s, where tlu:y 
may bo kept and cared for its wards of the 
-Unto, until they arrive at u .suitable 11130 to 
bo placed in families, or transported to iii- 
dustrinl schools, ns may bo deemed most de- 
sirable. I also think Hint the nocessnry leg- 
islation should be initiated for securing the 
beneficent ends of Hiidi tin institution. 


TIII: 01.n STATE PRISON. 


The State Prison IIP.S been Administered 


as usual, and thevii is nothing requiring 
special remark. 
Tho numbers, both in 


Prison ami Jnil, Imvc bec-u largely in t-scess 
of those reported lastyenr, and tho crowded 
condition of the premise makes the speedy 
completion of tho new Prison i; matter of 
imperative necessity. 
AH this is probably 


:hu last year of tho occupancy of the old 
Prison, the Inspectors have prepared nu ac- 
count of the Jails nud Prisons of the 8t;ite, 
from tho early times of our history, which 
will be, in duo time, luid before the General 
Assembly. It will be necessary for the Leg- 
islature, lit tho present session, to take ROIUG 
action relative to tbe government of the 
Prison and Jail, when the, institution Khali 
nave been removed to the Slate Farm. 
Whether it be advisable to continue the two 
Boards—of Inspectors of tho Stale Prison 
nud of State- Charities and Corrections—in 
existence, with separnte duties find func- 
tions, ns nt pr.esent, or to pi nee tho State 
Prison, closely connected, ns it will neces- 
sarily be. with the other institutions upon 
tho State Farm, under (ho charge of tho 
latter, or to abolish both nud form n new 
Board of Commissioners of Prisons, Peni- 
tentiaries and Charities, with power to iu- 
spect the County Jails, and all other iusti- 
iuiiuiis wilicil utu uuuuiv nf iliC- Stntc foo- 
ters or over which its authority extends, is 
for the General Assembly to determine. Tho 
subject should .receive an early attention 
and a thorough and judicious consideration, 
and I would earnestly advise the appoint- 
ment of a Commission for that purpose. 


Tho finances of tho Prison show n de- 


ficiency. The contract with Win. Sweeney 
for f.ho labor of ."') m?n expired on the Sth 
of September, and as soon thereafter as 
could be arranged, tho labor of finishing 
furniture wns continued on account of tho 
State. 
Some sales havo already been made, 


but the depression of business must neces- 
sarily ntl'ect tho financial condition of tho 
Prison. 
Tt is quite certain thnt no belter 


work 
is any where done than within tho 


Prison work-shop, nnd it- is hoped tho quali- 
ty of the manufactured goods will nt tract 
purchasers. 
Tho usual statistics will appear 


in the report of the Inspectors. 


NEW STATE PRISON. 


Work began upon tho new Stnto Prison 


on tho 18th of April, nnd closed about tho 
1st of December. 
All tho main building 


was erected, roofed and elated, with tho ex- 
ception of about one-third of tlio central 
portion. 
The front-yard-wall was finished 


and the sentry-turrets built. Very fine and 
compact, stouo wns found upon tho State 
Farm, nnd was furnished to tho Commis- 
sionors by tho Board of State Charities nnd 
Corrections under contract. 
It :H believed 


that, when completed, the structure- will bo 
in every wny creditable, to the stato. 
The 


whole- amount expended to the present time

upon tho Slate Farm, 
ft may also become 


ncuGBsary to mnkn so in ft arrangement with 
the Providonco Water Works, or to enlarge 
tho facilities 
already exist ing upon tho 


Farm, to ensure u full nnd constant supply 
of water. Tho CommitJsioneni will need nn 
appropriation of at least one- hundred thous- 
and dollars to complete tho Prison promises, 
Tho old Prison and Jnil nro crowded more 
than ever before, nnd it in greatly to bo de- 
sired that tho new Prison shall l.o, lininhod by 
tho beginning of next winter. Prompt and 
liberal, action on the part of tho LoRiwlnturc 
will onnblo tho CommifwionorH to finish work 
thoy Imvft thus far carried on with great 
thoroughness, and OH much dispateh nn Iho 
circmnrtlnnceR havo permitted. 


LATH EH* HOARD 01' VJHTTOHH. 


Tho Ladles' Board of Visitors to Iho Ponal 


and Correctional Tntttitulions of tho Htato 
has power to innko recommendations only, 


and is not authorixed to carry out the re- 
forms that tbo investigations of its members 
may indicate tw necessary. This fact has 
occasioned considerable diHiculty in secur- 
ing members of this board., Tho number ol 
females in the reformatory institutions ol 
tbo Stato renders it proper that women 
should havt; .some power in tbe various 
Rtato boards controlling them. 
Women 


only can fully understand tbo 
peculiar 


necessities and characteristics of tho in- 
matcK, or can thoroughly investigate their 
actual condition, and tbe treatment they 
receive from those entrusted with their im- 
mediate control. There cannot well ho two 
bodies, one of tho men and tlio other of 
vr'omen, having an equal voice in tbo man- 
agement of the same institution. 
In a 


Board of men and women, chosen for their 
fitness for such service, the aid of the latter 
would be of great value. 
It would there- 


fore seem advisable thnt tho "Legislature 
should make some 
provision 
whereby 


women shall be appointed on each of tbe 
following boards: 
State Charities and 


Corrections, Inspectors of tho Stnto Prison, 
and Trustees of tbe Iteform School.
